Publicity: 

Nine  articles  have  been  prepared 
for  the  local  press,  all  of  these  ar¬ 
ticles  were  on  timely  topics  of  in¬ 
terest  to  farmer*?1.  Aside  from  these 
articles,  a  good  many  news  items 
have  been  given  to  the  reporters 
for  publication. 

It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  agent 
to  warn  the  farmers  of  any  parti¬ 
cular  pest  or  disease  so  that  con¬ 
trol  measures  could  be  taken. 

Live  stock: 

This  country  i«  and  should  be 
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primarily  a  live  stock  county.  The 
production  of  high  grade  dairy  and 
beef  cattle  has  been  encouraged. 
Suggestions  have  been  given  ^eWj 
eral  farmers  in  regard  to  remod¬ 
eling  barns,  both  for  dairy  and  beef 
cattle. 

Several  large  grazing  proposi¬ 
tions  have  been  visited  by  the  agent, 
in  almost  every  case,  they  have 
been  found  to  be  profitable. 

On  August  3rd.,  a  Dairy  Fair 
was  held  at  Leer.  All  animals 
shown  at  this  fair  were  of  the 
Guernsey  breed.  Thirty  seven  head 
were  exhibited.  In  the  cow  class 
we  had  twenty  three  animals 
shown.  Prof.  Dennison  of  M.  A.  0. 
wrho  judged  the  cattle,  made  the  re¬ 
mark  that  this  was  one  of  the  larg¬ 
est  number  of  grade  dairy  cows 
ever  shown  in  one  c  lass  in  the 
state  of  M  ichigan.  Seven  years  ag 
state  of  Michigan.  Seven  years 
ago,  the  Leer  Guernsey  Breeders 
Association  was  organized.  The 
great  showing  of  Guernsey  cattle 
at  this  fair  was  made  possible  by 
the  work  that  has  been  done  by 
this  association  during  the  past  sev¬ 
en  years.  It  is  planned  to  make 
this  fair  an  annual  event.  In  the 
course  of  a  short  time,  we  will 
have  surplus  stock  to  dispose  of~ 
It  is  p  lanned  then  to  extend  the 
time  for  the  fair  to  two  days,  the  j 
second  day  will  be  given  oved  to  a  j 
public  live  stock  sale.  This  will 
give  us  an  outlet;  in  other  words, 
a  market. 

Soils  and  Crops: 

We  have  in  this  country  condi¬ 
tions  that  are  natural  for  the  grow¬ 
ing  of  clover  and  alfalfa.  Quite 
a  big  percentage  of  the  land  con¬ 
tains  sufficient  lime  for  the  profit-  j 
able  growingi  of  alfalfa.  On  soils 
that  are  deficient  in  lime,  enough 
is  added  to  correct  the  acidity;  ! 
then  alfalfa  growing  is  possible. 
Something  over  two  hundred  acres ! 
have  been  seeded  to  this  greatest  j 
of  all  hay  plants  this  summer.  | 
Some  of  this  land  was  limited  at 
the  agent’s  suggestion  and  some  did  j 
not  need  lime.  As  soon  as  the ! 
farmers  in  Alpena  county  fill  their  ■ 
barns  with  clover  and  alfalfa  hay  | 
and  have  silos  filled  with  good  en¬ 
silage,  their  feeding  problems  will 
be  solved. 

Vetch,  another  valuable  legume, 
has  been  started  in  the  county. 
Vetch  seed  can  be  produced  here  as 


a  cash  crop.  The  forage  that  will 
be  left  after  the  iseed  is  taken  out 
is  a  good  feed  for  cattle.  Tfre 
possibilities  of  this  'crop  are  as  yet 
unappreciated  in  this  section. 

One  of  the  principle  projects  this 
vear  has  been  the  work  with  the 
potato  crop.  Over  thirty  five  farm¬ 
ers  will  save  some  hill  selected  seed 
this  fall.  The  agent  will  assist  in 
the  selection  of  this  seed.  All  of 
these  fields  were  inspected  once 
auring  the  growing  season.  The  po- 
ato  fields  in  the  co  untry  are  quite 
free  from  disease.  If  timely  selec- 
ion  of  seed  is  made,  we  can  keep 
hese  diseatses  well  under  control- 
In  as  much  as  this  crop  is  one  of 
ruir  best  cash  crops,  too  much  time 
can  not  be  spent  in  building  it  up. 

Due  to  the  very  high  price  of 
spraying  material  this  season,  the 
spraying  of  potatoes  for  blight  was 
not  advised. 

Some  work  has  been  done  with 
fruit.  Several  pruning  demonstra¬ 
tions  were  given  and  suggestions 
on  the  control  'of  the  different  dis¬ 
eases. 

One  tiling  demonstration  was 
given.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  land 
in  the  country  that  needs  tile  drain¬ 
age.  Next  year,  we  will  have  the 
results  of  this  demonstration  to 
•show. 

Organization : 

A  Pure  Bred  Seed  Association  was 
organized  in  Wilson  township.  We 
have  eleven  members  to  start  with. 
Through  this  association  we  have 
introduced  this  fall,  Red  Rock 
wheat  and  Rosen  rye;  both  are  ped- 
egreed  grains.  In  the  spring,  pure 
bred  varieties  of  oats  will  be  in¬ 
troduced.  The  object  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  is  to  introduce  pure  and 
better  varieties  of  grain. 

Farm  Management: 

About  seventy  farm  account 
books  have  been  placed  among  the 
farmers  of  the  county  this  year. 
This  work  has  been  going  on  for 
the  last  twro  years_  These  account 
books  are  turned  over  to  the  Farm 
Demonstration  Expert  at  East  Lans¬ 
ing  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
business  of  each  farm  is  analyazed. 
Suggestions  are  then  given  to  these 
farmers  on  how  they  may  change 
their  farming  systems  to  get  a  bet¬ 
ter  income. 

Miscellaneous: 

There  are  many  items  of  minor 
importance  that  is  hard  to  tabulate. 
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Scarcely  a  farm  visit  is  made  for 
a  single  purpose  alone.  Usually 
several  subjects  are  discussed. 
There  is  no  way  of  estimating  to 
what  extent  tehse  suggestions  have 
been  carried  out  or  how  much 
good  they  have  done.  One  of  the 
biggest  things  we  can  accomplish  is 
to  get  the  farmers  to  think;  study 
their  business  as  a  merchant  has 
to  study  his.  In  other  words,  we 
want  our  farmers  to  be  students  of 
agricultural  problems.

cordance  with  the  authority  vested 
in  you  by  Section  8  of  the  County

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  system  in  vogue  in 
Alpena  County  in  handling  our  coun¬ 
ty  roads  is  entirely  wrong. 

It  is  in  direct  violation  of  the 
spirit  and  in  many  cases  the  letter 
of  the  County  Road  Law.  The  result 
being  that  it  costs  too  much  to  ad¬ 
minister  the  County  Road  fund.  And 
it  cost  too  much  to  build  and  main¬ 
tain  the  county  roads. 

This  county  is  building  roads  in 
the  same  expensive  way  that  roads 
were  built  100  years  ago. 

No  Reward. 

The  result  is  that  we  are  the  only 
county  in  this  state  under  the  Coun¬ 
ty  in  this  state  under  the  County 
Road  System  who  are  not  receiving 
large  sums  of  money  from  the  State 
Highway  Reward  Fund. 

Suspicion  is  created  that  the  coun¬ 
ty  road  funds  are  not  properly  cared 
for  and  are  not  properly  expended, 
and  general  dis-satisfaction  is  mani¬ 
fested  by  large  numbers  of  the  citiz¬ 
ens  as  to  the  wisdom  of  appropria¬ 
ting  adequate  sums  of  money  for  the 
construction  of  county  roads.  The 
remedy  lies  largely  in  your  hands. 

The  present  Commissioners  are 
t~ot  to  blame  for  the  present  condi¬ 
tion  of  affairs.  When  they  went 
into  office,  they  found  this  system 
in  force. 

The  first  great  error  is  the  fact 


the  Commissioners  seem  to  think 
that  each  County  Road  Commission¬ 
er  should  be  actively  employed  by 
the  Board  at  a  steady  compensation 
to  supervise  the  building  and  care  of 
the  roads. 

The  result  is,  they  divide  the 
C  cunty  into  3  districts  and  the 
money  into  three  parts.  Each  com¬ 
missioner  takes  a  district  and  1-3 
the  money  and  acts  independent  of 
the  others  and  is  accountable  to  no 
one. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  County 
Road  law  that  the  County  Road  Com¬ 
missioners  should  act  solely  as  ad¬ 
ministrative  officers  the  same  as  the 
Common  Council  or  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  and  not  in  the  dual  capacity  of 
commissioners  and  superintendents. 

Must  Hire  Engineer. 

The  law  provides  that  they  must 
hire  a  County  Highway  Engineer 
for  Superintendent. 

The  result  is  that  our  com¬ 
missioners  are  receiving  from 
the  public  funds  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  $1,000  to  $1,500 
each  per  year  making  a  total  of 
from  $3,000  to  $4,500  per  year 
for  administrating  the  county 
road  funds  amounting  to  from 
$25,000  to  $30,000  per  year. 

In  other  words,  Alpena  County 
spends  upward  of  15  per  cent 
per  year  to  the  administrative 
officers  in  superintending  the 
distribution  of  this  fund. 

The  city  expends  annually  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $150,000, 
at  a  cost  for  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  and  City  Manager  of  be¬ 
tween  $3,000  to  $3,500  per 
year,  or  about  2  per  cent  for 
administrative  expenses. 

In  most  counties  the  County  Road 
Commissioners  receive  compensation 
of  from  $50  to  $100  per  year  each.  _ 
In  Dickinson  County  the  County 
Road  Commissioners  receive  $60  per 
cert  year  each. 

That  our  County  Road  Commis¬ 
sioners  are  able  to  receive  any  such 
amount  of  the  tax-payers  money  is 
due  entirely  to  the  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors. 

Sec.  8  of  the  County  Road  law 
provides,  that  the  Board  of  Supervis¬ 
ors  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the 
Commissioners  and  if  you  would  fix 
the  compensation  of  the  Road  Com¬ 
missioners  at  $75  per  year  each,  the 
same  as  it  is  fixed  in  many  other 
counties,  this  would  be  all  the  com- 
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pensation  that,  the  County  Road 
Commissioners  could  receive  for 
their  services. 

This  would  be  ample  compensa¬ 
tion  for  all  the  time  they  are  requir¬ 
ed  to  give  under  the  County  Road 
Raw. 

Can’t  Employ  Selves. 

Section  10  specially  says  that  no 
County  Road  Commissioner  shall  be 
interested  as  employee  in  any  work 
carried  on  by  said  board.  How  can 
the  Board  hire  themselves  as  sup¬ 
erintendents? 

The  Law  contemplated  that  the 
Commissioners  shall  meet  when  nec¬ 
essary,  decide  where  roads  shall  be 
built,  how  built,  the  form  of  the 
contracts  to  be  lot  and  all  other  such 
matters.  The  details  of  carrying 
otu  the  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
County  Highway  Engineer  and  other 
employees  of  the  Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  should  meet 
as  a  body,  accept  the  work  done  by 
the  contractors  upon  reports  by  the 
County  Highway  engineer,  order  the 
proper  accounts  paid,  which  ac¬ 
counts  would  be  paid  by  the  County 
Treasurer  upon  proper  warrants 
signed  by  the  Chairman  and  clerk. 

Section  10  of  the  Road  Law  makes 
it  mandatory  that  the  Commission¬ 
ers  shall  employ  a  county  highway 
engineer,  who  shall  exercise  super¬ 
vision  over  all  construction,  and 
make  all  surveys  and  plans,  and 
have  supervision  over  all  roads  etc. 

The  Commissioners  have  failed  to 
do  this,  but  have  employed  them¬ 
selves  in  exercising  general  super¬ 
vision. 

Must  Be  By  Contract. 

Section  19  provides  that  all  con¬ 
struction,  roads,  and  bridges  shall 
be  built,  and  maintained  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  furnished  by  the  County  High¬ 
way  Engineer  who  shall  have  full 
sunervision  of  the  work. 

The  law  provides  that  all  work 
shall  be  let  by  contract  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  these  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions:  and  in  all  cases  involving 
expenditure  of  $500  or  more  they 
shall  advertise  for  sealed  bids  for 
the  work. 

The  Board  has  the  right  to  reieet 
and  all  bids,  and  then  perform 
din  work  by  dav  labor:  but  if  thev 
decide  to  reiec*  the  bids  and  do  the 
work  by  dav  labor,  before  they  do 
so.  the  plans  end  'specifications,  to¬ 
gether  with  all  bids  received  there¬ 
on,  and  the  reasons  in  writing  for 


not  letting  the  Job  by  contract,  must 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County 
Clerk. 

The  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of 
Brandt  vs.  Miller,  177  Mich,  page 
184,  in  construing  the  County  road 
law  says:  “There  is  no  express 
power  conferred  upon  the  Board  to 
enter  into  the  business  of  road  build¬ 
ing.  That  it  was  plainly  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Legislature  that  all  roads 
under  the  County  Road  Commission¬ 
ers  should  be  constructed  by  con¬ 
tract. 

Our  Commissioners  have  acted 
and  are  acting  in  direct  violation  of 
these  proceedings. 

They  have  never  had  plans  and 
specifications  prepared:  nor  let  any 
contracts  for  performing  the  work, 
nor  advertised  for  any  contracts, 
but  have  entered  into  the  business  of 
road  building  themselves. 

Experience  in  other  counties  have 
shown  that  the  most  satisfactory  re¬ 
sults  can  be  obtained  in  road  build¬ 
ing  by  letting  contracts.  That  is  the 
reason  that  the  Legislature  provided 
that  the  County  Roads  should  be 
built  by  contract.  That  the  State 
Reward  roads  should  be  built  by 
contract;  and  that  the  Federal  Aid 
roads  should  be  built  by  contract. 

If  proper  plans  and  specifica¬ 
tions  were  prepared,  and  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  tile  State  specifications, 
41pena  County  could  be  receiving 
thousands  of  dollars  for  State  re¬ 
gards. 

Lachine-Long  Rapids. 

Take  the  Lachine-Long  Rapids 
road,  four  miles.  There  has  already 
been  appropriated  for  this  road  in 
1914  and  ’15  $3,000,  of  which  about 
$1,300  has  been  spent.  The  Com¬ 
missioners  asked  $3,000  this  year 
for  this  road — making  a  total  of 
$6,000. 

A  stone  gravel  road  could  be 
built  on  this  road  at  a  cost  of 
$2,500  per  mile,  or  $10,000. 
The  State  would  pay  a  reward 
of  $1,500  per  mile  or  $6,000 
and  build  a  new  bridge  across 
Thunder  Bay  River  at  a  cost  of 
$8,000  to  $10,000,  and  the 
county  would  have  the  old 
bridge  worth  upwards  of  $3,000 
to  use  somewhere  else. 

On  this  basis  the  net  cost  to  the 
county  in  money  would  be  $4,000, 
and  the  old  bridge  worth  $3,000.  Tn 
addition  to  this,  to  'sav  nothing  of 
Oie  four  miles  of  the  best  road  in 
the  county,  a  road  20  feet  wide  and 
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a  road  bed  of  4  inches  of  crushed 
stone,  with  three  inches  of  gravel  on 
top.  Besides  this,  the  state  would 
pay  annually  $240  toward  main¬ 
taining  this  piece  of  road. 

While,  if  this  road  is  built  with¬ 
out  State  aid,  it  will  cost  the  county 
over  $6,000.  The  county  will  have 
to  maintain  the  bridges  on  the  road, 
and  wrhen  the  road  is  completed,  it 
will  only  be  14  to  18  ft.  wide  with 
a  road  bed  of  3  to  4  inches  of  gravel, 
besides  paying  all  the  yearly  cost  of 
maintenance. 

What  is  true  of  this  road  would 
be  true  of  the  road  North  from 
Keatings  Corners,  or  most  any  other 
road  which  the  Commissioners  might 

build. 

At  one  time  the  State  Highway 
Commissioners  in  looking  over  the 
State  Trunk  Line  Highway  in  Alpena 
County  the  road  from  Alcona  County 
to  Alpena,  and  the  road  from  Alpena 
through  Lachine,  Long  Rapids  and 
Posen  agreed  to  accept  most  of  this 
road  as  half  completed,  and  upon 
putting  on  the  additional  amount  of 
gravel  and  widening  out  the  road  in 
the  narrow  places,  would  pay  the 
State  Reward  amounting  to  from 
§1,000  to  $1,500  per  mile. 

In  many  cases,  the  State  Reward 
would  amount  to  more  than  suffi¬ 
cient  to  do  the  work  required  by 
the  State. 

In  addition  to  this,  when  this  was 
■lone,  all  bridges  on  the  roads  would 
be  built  and  maintained  at  State  ex¬ 
pense. 

County  Appropriations. 

In  the  last  three  years,  1914,  ’15 
and  ’16,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
have  appropriated  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  and  maintenance  of  al  county 
roads  over  $75,000,  as  follows:

man  road,  29  miles,  $15,800. 

Lachine  road  3  3-4  miles  $3,000.

The  Alnena-Hubbard  Lake  road, 
27  miles  $10,000.

Jackson  road,  2  miles  $4,000. 

Long  Swamp  road,  8 14  miles 
$9,500. 

Long  Rapids  road,  14  miles  $5,- 
500. 


Long  Lake  Road,  4  3-4  miles  $3,- 
500. 

French  Road,  7  3-10  miles  $3,500. 

Selina  Road,  4  miles,  $3,000 

Cathro  Road,  7  miles  $2,000. 

The  United  States  Government 
nas  recently  appropriated  $85,000.- 
000  for  roads.  Of  this  sum,  Michi¬ 
gan  would  receive  over  $2,500,000. 

Under  the  arrangements  made, 
the  Federal  Government  would  pay 
ore-half  the  cost  of  the  roads  built 
under  Federal  supervision,  the  state 
pay  one-quarter  and  the  counties 
one-quarter. 

Alpena  county  will  not  be  in  pos¬ 
ition  to  receive  any  of  this  aid  un¬ 
less  the  Road  Commissioners  com¬ 
ply  with  the  law  in  hiring  a  com¬ 
petent  highway  engineer,  and  road 
building  is  put  upon  the  contract 
basis. 

All  of  wdiich  is  submitted  in  sup¬ 
port  of  my  petition  of  even  date.

Report  of  Road  and  Bridge 


Committee. 

Alpena,  Mich.,  Oct.  11,  1916. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors  of  Alpena  County: 
Gentlemen: 

We  your  Committee  on  Roads  and 
Bridges  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report  a^  cur  report  of 
the  Roads  and  Bridges  of  the 
Countv. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

John  Keating,  Commissioner. 

Looking  over  the  Long  Lake  and 
French  Roads  we  found  these  roads 
in  excellent  condition,  excepting 
that  they  were  wearing  down  and  in 
need  of  new  gravel. 

The  Long  Rapids  Road  from  the 
City  to  Long  Rapids  we  found  to  be 
m  first  class  condition. 

The  Cathro  Road,  a  new  road,  is 
not  in  very  good  condition  as  yet, 
excepting  as  to  where  new  gravel  has 
been  placed. 

Orchard  Hill  road.  We  found  a 
good  Bridge  built  over  the  Main 
River  and  nothing  much  done  upon 
the  road.  We  do  not  recommend  an 
expenditures  upon  this  road  as  we 
do  not  think  it  is  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary. 

The  Posen  Road  is  a  new  road  and 
we  found  same  in  poor  condition  ex- 
!  mpting  that  portion  that  has  been 
l  worked  up  and  gravelled.  The  bridge 
j  on  this  Road  crossing  the  North 
Branch  i,s  almost  impassable,  the 
abutments  being  washed  out.  We 
understand  the  Commissioner  has 
|  refused  to  do  any  more  work  upon 
this  road  until  the  Township  of  Long 
Rapids  furnishes  $500.00  to  him  or 
repair  the  Bridge  as  agreed  between 
them. 

Selina  Road  we  found  in  very 
poor  condition.  There  is  the  need 
of  building  a  Dike  about  15  rods 
long  in  order  to  keep  the  road  bed 
from  being  washed  away.  We  do 
not  recommend  much  expenditure 
on  this  road  as  the  travel  does  not 
warrant  same.  This  road  being  used 
mostly  by  the  rural  carrier. 

Long  Swamp  road  we  find  badly 
in  need  of  gravel.  There  are  two 
piles  of  gravel  along  this  road  and 
^  light  to  be  spread  upon  the  road. 
This  gravel  was  hauled  during  the 
winter  on  sleighs. 

Abutments  are  being  built  at 
lm  North  Branch  Bridge  and  after 
’ming  completed  this  bridge  will  be 
o  good  condition. 
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Selina  road  bridge  is  in  good 
shape. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

Gideon  J.  Burton,  Commissioner. 

The  Stubbs  road,  a  new  road  we 
found  in  good  condition. 

The  Hillman  road  is  also  in  fine 
condition. 

The  Wilson  road  we  found  in  fair 
condition  with  the  exception  of  min¬ 
or  repairs  that  was  called  to  The 
attention  of  the  Commissioner. 

The  Range  Line  road  is  in  fair  j 
condition  exceptng  the  west  end  and 
which  the  Commissioner  is  rebuild¬ 
ing  at  present. 

The  Bridges  in  this  District  are 
in  very  good  condition. 

The  Lachine  road  is  in  fair  condi¬ 
tion,  narrow  in  places  which  ought  to  I 
be  widened  from  the  East  side.  We 
understand  that  the  Township  has 
agreed  to  take  care  of  the  water 
along  this  road,  to  date  this  has  not 
keen  done.  The  north  mile  on  this 
road  has  not  been  completed. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

George  Stovel,  Commissioner. 

The  Sanborn  road  is  in  fair  con¬ 
dition,  but  needs  some  gravel  in 
places.  There  has  been  two  small 
bridges  built  on  this  road  and  they 
are  in  good  shape. 

Hubbard  Lake  road  running  from 
the  City  to  Hubbard  Lake  is  in  fair 
condition.  The  bridges  are  also  in 
fair  condition. 

The  Jackson  road  has  been  grad¬ 
ed  and  gravelled  for  two  miles  and* 
in  good  condition. 

Wilson  road  going  into  the  Spratt 
settlement  we  find  needs  repairing 
on  the  fills  at  the  Werth  Bridge. 
The  road  is  in  fair  condition  up  to 
the  swamp.  Two  miles  being  a  new 
road.  The  road  going  around  the 
swamp  haisi  been  started  to  cut  off 
the  swamp.  A  ditch  has  been  dug 
Vs  mile  on  each  side  and  a  mile  at 
the  outlet.  There  is  yet  a  V2  mile 
to  dig. 

We  have  inspected  the  gravel  pit 
in  District  No.  2  and  find  the  County 
Gravel  Pit  to  be  poor  in  quality. 

The  Commissioners  all  reported 
that  it  was  hard  to  get  men  this 
vear  to  work  at  last  years  wages. 
In  many  cases  they  have  had  to  pav 
more  for  work  done  than  in  past 
ve  oris. 

The  Committee  recommends  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopt  a 
resolution  to  the  effect  that  the 
Board  of  County  Road  Commission¬ 


ers  of  this  County  drop  from  the 
County  Road  system  all  cross  roads 
now  in  their  Districts,  as  soon  as 
same  are  repaired  or  built.
